has announced. 

The Monday and Tuesday 
visit with Vice President Paul 
Meek and the UTMB Depart¬ 
ment of Business Administra¬ 
tion will be Dean Warner’s first 
since assuming his U-T 
Knoxville duties September 1, 

1964. Formerly/he was direc¬ 
tor of the graduate school In the 
College of Business Adminis¬ 
tration at hllchlgan State Uni¬ 
versity at Lansing. 

Dean Warner will be ac¬ 
companied by Dr. John Ross, 
head of the Department of 
Accounting; Dr. John Lewis, 
director of business research;

U-T Dean Speaks To 75 Students Wa$hin 9* on M 
About University Graduate Work uptake IpIih 


On the campus of The University of Tennessee 
Martin Branch they are proving themselves very 
much worthwhile by channeling their energies 
toward noble deeds for society. 

Among some of the activities to be marked 
up to their credit are such things as raising 
funds for needy families, helping take census, 
conducting drives to help fight cancer and polio, 
assisting with the local school for the mentally 
retarded, and other worthy causes. 

These are adult activities and are a far cry 
from the childish pranks that are sometimes 
practiced. 

An impartial observer would have to say that 
the sororities and fraternities are assets to UTMB 
and the community. 


Approximately 75 juniors 
and seniors were present 
Friday to hear Dean jackReese, 
assistant dean of graduate work 
at The University of Tennessee 
Knoxville, and his associates 
talk about the various graduate 
programs offered. 

Dean Reese said that 
although there was no official 
grade score necessary for en¬ 
trance Into graduate school, a 
2,5 standing Is unofficially the 
grade average. Tills Is not to 
say that anyone who has a grade 
standing below 2.5 cannot enter. 
He or she may be allowed to 
enter and their constant lm- 

Drovement Is taken Into con¬ 


sideration. 

Dean Reese suggested that 
students who plan to go to 
graduate school should take the 
graduate entrance exam early 
because scores have to be In 
by March 1 In order for one to 
enter in the fall. The exam is 
not always required for 
graduate subjects but it Is con¬ 
sidered an asset in case the 
student transfers to another 
field or In case it Is a job 
requirement. 

For students who are inter¬ 
ested in grants, asslstantships 
and other financial assistance, 
there are part-time jobs offered 
In their special fields. 

New provisions for special 
four-year graduate aldhasbeen 
Installed at the University of 
Tennessee. For example any¬ 
one interested In history, 
English and education Is eli¬ 
gible for the aid. It pays $400 
per quarter for four quarters 
followed by a two year asslst- 
antship and the fourth year is 
spent writing a dissertation. 
This special graduate as¬ 
sistance provides for a 
doctorate in four years. 

“The federal government 
has become more interested In 
recent years in special educa¬ 
tion so that there have been a 
number of outright government 
scholarships in this field,” 
Dean Reese said. 

The representatives from 
Knoxville were in the fields of 
zoology, agriculture, business 
education, home economics and 
the humanities.

February 22 marks the two 
hundred and thirty-third birth¬ 
day of the “father of his coun¬ 
try” -George Washington whom 
most school children recognize 
as the white-haired stem figure 
in Stuart's portrait. 

Of course, this is not the 
way Washington really looked, 
for what man in his right mind 
would go around with all that 
powder and rouge, and “gook” 
on his face. He was, by no 
means, the sissy looking aris¬ 
tocrat Stuart pictured him; his 
smallpox scars, the wart under 
his ear, and his grim expression 
prevented him from being too 
delicate in appearance. 

At this point it must be 
stated that Gecrge Washington 
was not stem; he wishedtolook 
his best in his portraits so he 
wore Ills'teeth, but they were 
made of iron and hurt his gums. 
That was why he looked so grim 
because he was in mortal agony. 
As a matter of fact, quite the 
opposite of being strict, he had 
an unusual wit. For example, 
when he turned the presidency 
over to John Adams, he made 
this entry in his diary: “Much 
such a day as yesterday in all 
respects, Mercury,41.” By 
this, one can see not only his 
outstanding wit, but also his 
eloquent oratorical ability. 

Although his wit was keen, 
he often let his honesty get the 
best of him. To go out and chop 
down a cherry tree and then to 
confess to an outraged parent 
could be classed as raw cour¬ 
age or a touch of stupidity, 
probably the first case is true, 
for George Washington was not 
stupid. After all, he was smart 
enough to get his ass«s(ates to

Vols Lose Chance 
For First Place 

UTMB’s Vols lost their final 
bid for a first place spot In 
the Western Division of the 
Volunteer State Athletic Con¬ 
ference Saturday night slipping 
before current leader Union 
University at Jackson 75-67. 

playing in their final regular 
season game prior to the con¬ 
ference meet this week, the 
Vols pulled away early In the 
contest and seemed to be head¬ 
ed toward a share In a three- 
way first place tie. The 
Bulldogs, however, didn’t stay 
down long and went ahead to 

stay with three minutes re¬ 
maining in the first half, during 
which the lead changed hands 
ten times. 

The loss left Union with a 
6-2 conference mark, Belmont 
with a 5-3, and UTMB holding 
a 4-4 record at the season’s 
end. Bethel College sits behind 
the Vols with a 3-5 total, and 
David Lipscomb is in the cellar 
with a 2-6 mark.
